You will recall that the captioned association was formed 
during the latter part of 19 U6, and there was occasion at that time to 
review the files of the Bureau concerning the association and its executive 
secretary, George H. Perkins. No derogatory information was revealed concerning 
the association or any of its officers except in the case of Perkins .the Bureau's 
files reflect that this individual is possibly identical with one George Henry 
Perkins, concerning whom there is considerable derogatory information available. 
This information is being briefly summarized below. 

George Henr^Perkins was identified in 1938 as one of the persons 
involved in a stock swindle investigated by the Bureau in New York C ity 
under the title of ~~1 " l 3 




He was not prosecuted, however.George H. Perkins was reported to have 
/ been arrested in Boston, Massachusetts, December 7, 1939, on a charge of 
having received stolen goods, namely, $12,000 worth bf allegedly stolen 
stock certificates. George Henry Perkins was the subject of a OEM 
applicant investigation conducted in 191(2, as a result of which it was 
ascertained that he had been court-martialed while in the United States 
Army in 1918 on the charge of having given false information concerning 
his physical condition and discharged at the request of the Adjutant 
General for "inebriety, drug addiction (morphinism)." A neighborhood in¬ 
vestigation at this time disclosed.Perkins was a habitual drinker. This 
investigation also revealed that George Henry Perkins was one of the 
principal owners of a brokerage business in New York which went into 
involuntary bankruptcy in 1922. The receiver of this corporation stated 
that it was a "bucket shop" operation and that creditors "did not recover 
a penny." Incidentally, the applicant stated in his application that he had 
attended' Harvard University and the New England Conservatory of Music, 
although, neither school had any record of his attendance. The records of 
the Identification Division verify two arrests of George Henry Perkins under 
FBI number 211551U, both in Boston, Massachusetts, the first in 1918 as a 
• fugitive from justice from Baltimore, Maryland, and second in 1939 on a 
charge of grand larceny. The dispositions in these cases are not shown. r .t r l 
V/hile the identity of George Henry Perkins, the subject of this derogatory"' -^’' 
information, and George H. Perkins, Executive Secretary of the American 
Anti-Communist Association, Incorporated, cannot be positively stated, there 
appears to be reasonable grounds to believe them to be identical.

Some Facts About the Activities of Moscow's Fifth Columns 


Russian policy in all the Bast European countries 
which have come under-y&oviet inf luence‘after the war, seems 
to be to place the ministries for interior affairs and the 
police forces under control of Communists, in TcheckosLo- 
vackia, Roland, Finland, Rumenia, Bulgaria, Yougoslavia, 
Hungary and the parts of Germany occupied by Russia the 
whole police apparatus is in the hands of Bolsheviks who make 
the most ruthless and brazen use of it to consolidate their 
power in these epuntries. The usurpation of authority over 
the police by the Communists-has developed int.o„ a method 
whereby Moscow's fifth column is trying, with the assistance 
of the Russian occupational forces, to gain complete control 
over Bast Burope which is to serve as a stepping stone for 
the usurpation of power in the, rest of the continent. 

In Hungary the Communists had little success the 
parliamentary elections. Together with the Social-Simperats 
they obtained only 17 mandates. At the same time the rmal 1_ 
Fa rmer s got 57 mandates, or an absolute majority. NeveFtfEe- 
less the Communists, supported by the Russian occupational 
authorities, managed to secure the Ministry for Interior 
Affairs'-''for themselves and a trusty Hungarian Bolshevik, 
schooled in Moscow,, was appointed chief of the political 
police. This faithful servant of the Russian fifth column 
immediately proceeded t.o make away with the party in majo¬ 
rity, the Small Farmers. Under all sorts of invented pre- 


serious obstacle to this demand was his immunity as M.P 
which the majority in Parliament was not inclined to re 
linjliish.

now Russian policy implements its imperialist and.aggressive 
objects in the countries situated in the Soviet sphere of 
influences by forcibly instituting a flagrantly totalitarian 
regime in these countries and by doing it under the hypo¬ 
critical mask of protesting democracy. 


The same energy and ruthlessness as in Hungary mark 
the activities of Moscow's fifth column, in Finland. In 19^5> 
the Finnish Communists moved in Parliament that the politi¬ 
cal police, as a non-democratic Institution, should be 
liquidated, when this move was recently rejected by Parlia¬ 
ment the Communists were gladdest at such a turn of events f 
as~t her political police is now. under their ..control and 
running their4 errands under .the direction of the Communist 
Minister for Interior Af f airs,-yl eino _. Parliament's consti¬ 
tutional committee, however, advisedf tp reduce the r staff of 
the political police and to hold.an inquiry into its acti¬ 
vities and methods, as it was put forward that these latter 
were not compatible with the existing laws. Minister Leino 
has moreover had great difficulties in finding a'decent 
person to put at the head of his police, as no honourable 
man is .prepared to lend himself to the foul w©rk this post 
would require" of him:' Qne"'of~Eeino's- trustworthy tools, the 


During the debate on the liquidation of the politi¬ 
cal police in the Finnish parliament the speeches of some 
members revealed the.fact that the political police.little 
cares for its legitimate tasks, which are the protection of 
the independence of and the lawful order in the country as 
well as watching over the activities of foreigners visiting 
or residing in the country. Instead of pursuing its regular 
dtKreV"the lihnis'E~polfbijg'ar'ToTice~has become~a-"sort- of 
department of the Communist Party, acting solely in the in¬ 
terests of that party and in every way assisting it in 
combating the other legal political parties. At the same 
time hundreds of foreigners are daily invading Finland from 
the Hast. They are people who have been bred in a totali¬ 
tarian community, alien to the linns, and many of them are 
experts in sedition who have 'in the Soviet Union received 
a thorough- practical and theoretical training in the making 
of revolutions. The I-innish political poliefe has hitherto 
evinced no interest, whatever for the activities of these 
persons. ■ • " ’* 
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■ .... ... Under these circumstances it is wholly natural that 
radical extremists directed from Moscow play a gieat part in 
iinnish politics oi to-day. They have on several occasions 
publicly declared that a Government not including Communists, 
or one in which the influence of these latter is weaker than 
in the present government, is no longer'feasible in iinland. 
it is said that such a government would not,..remain in power 
for more than a day or two. although the Cdinmunists and their 
ie11ow-travellers command only 25 per cent of the - seats in 
. parliament they do not even admit the possibility of their 
party not being represented in the government, of renouncing 
control over the police and of constituting the opposition 
after time-honoured parliamentairy practice. 

In the Communist papers one often sees, articles, and 
•fc their meetings resolutions are carried, advocating the 
suppression of various newspapers undesirable from their point 
of view, including the ‘'Suomen Sosiaalidemokraatti 1 -, the 
arrest *of whole groups of members of parliament,"even the 
shutting, of. half the parliament into prison, as happened in 
connexion with the interpellation on the activities of the 
political police. The Communists would like to silence every 
..differ-ingy.y;Oi.c.e'i-.-abalish: all,.democratic freedoms,, in a word, 
to establish the. order which obtained' in 1 Hi'tTer s - ^Germ any 
and, Mussolini's Italy. 

• - At the same time., 'the extreme leftists talk incessantly 
about democracy and the combating of fashis-m. This chatter 
is in reality nothing but empty words serving to mask their 
actual objects which is the establishment of a minority dic¬ 
tatorship. This, they hope .to achieve by means of forces 
standing outside'of parliament and with the support of Soviet 
Russia,> which at present' commands plenty of opportunities to 
exercise .political",as. well as economic- pressure on Iinland. 
(According to.the. peace treaty Finland has as yet to pay 
.two. thirds of the^t.otal.amount of reparations due to Aussia 
and the'" share s'of bver forty "Finnish'-'i-ndustri-es - and other 
companies .are ndwinjflie hands of’the liussians. ) 

A characteristic instance of the-methods of the Com¬ 
munist Minister'Leino is an incident which topk place in 
March of .this year. The Iinnish Social- democrat Party had a 
poster printed with the heading--inough of'insincere promises, 
down with the raising of prices and a democracy of coercion! 1 - 
The poster did not contain anything- illegal and was pasted 
up in the towns. According to law only thfe Minister of Jus¬ 
tice could have prohibited its publication but not the mi¬ 
nister of the Interior. The latter, however, ordered the 





police to tear down t^e posters and even an inquiry was 
started to establish where the posters had been printed. In 
some provincial towns, as e.g. in Tampere, the whole police 
force was mobilized to tear down the Social Democrat posters. 
It is, moreover, interesting to note that the Minister of 
the Interior made it known to the Press through„the censor 
that no paper may report anything on this event. Rot before 
a delegation of the social Democrats visited the Prime Minis¬ 
ter, protesting and demanding the restoration of lawful ord^r, 
and the Government, deliberated the question at two meetings, 
was the order of the Minister of the Interior repealed and 
the Social Democrats again granted liberty of action. 

another characteristic instance is the - activity of " ' " 
the linnish Broadcasting Administration which came under 
discussion in .parliament on March 13. As became apparent 
from speeches of Members, the linnish madio devotes itself 
exclusively to Communist propaganda, occasionally Conser¬ 
vative and Social Democrat speakers are' also allowed to 
broadcast, but only on very trivial , and ■unimportant subjects, 
such as the breeding of pigs, the current influenza epidemy 
etc.", whereas Communists are at liberty to choose any s»b- 
Oe-ct^bhey wish -to sp-eak up'on, as-the drawing up of the pro¬ 
gram. is in the hands of their friends. 

The tactics of Moscow's flftl column ia Past Murope 
are identical in all the countries’ concerned. ’'Democrati¬ 
zation' - and the liquidation of fashism are the public slogans 
but in reality a police regime is promoted wherever and 
whenever possible and all the civic liberties gradually 
undermined and nullified in the interests of Soviet im¬ 
perialism.

The "Hartford Courant" for Thursday, October 2, 1947> carried an article 
announcing the formation of the above organization by its president,uALBERT 
B.>BPSTEIN, a former Russian citizen. EPSTEIN on September 12, 1946 called 
at the Hartford Resident Agency and offered his services in an effort to com¬ 
bat Communism in the United States, EPSTEIN was born at Wilno, Russia, on 
April 21, 1900 and entered the United States in 1920 at New York City after 
taking passage from Dansig, Germany. He came to Hartford, Connecticut, in 
1923 and for several years operated a service station in East Hartford, which 
property he still owns and has tinder lease, EPSTEIN advised that he was 
financially independent and offered as references the Hartford National Bank 
and Trust Company; Paine Weber Company and Goodbody and Company. He is a 
naturalized United States citizen having received his citizenship at New Britain, 
Connecticut, in April, 1926. He speaks Russian, Hebrew, Polish, German and 
Slavonic dialects. 


He advised that he has one traffic arrest and was also arrested on one occasion 
as a customer in a speakeasy in prohibition days, the latter case, he stated, 
was subsequently dismissed. At the above time EPSTEIN offered his services as 
a translator or any other possible capacity in an effort to combat Communism, 

He added, however, that he Would be unable to join the Communist Party to act 
as an informant because of his known anti-Communist viewpoint. 

EP STEIN was rein terviewed at the Hartford Resident Agency on October 2, 1947 by 

SA[_ I and advised that the American Anti-Communist League was formed 

by him and a few associates during August of this year. The group unsuccessfully 
sought the endorsement of Mayor ER0ARD A. ALLEN of Hartford, The Hartford Chamber 
of Commerce and individual members of the Board of Aldermen of the City of Hart¬ 
ford* He advised that he received the endorsement and membership in his organi¬ 
zation of one Hartford alderman and also the approval of the Better Business w /r 
Bureau of Hartford,

EPSTEIN declared that it is the intention of his group to learn of the time surd

these meetings. He also stated that it is planned to arrange a series of 
lectures to be given at Hartford by nationally known speakers and to present 
radio programs in an effort to expose the activities of the Communist Party. 

EPSTEIN also exhibited the following leaflet of which 5>000 copies have been 
prepared with the plan, of distribution on Saturday, October 4th; on which date 
the Freedom Train was to be viewed at Hartford, Connecticut.

PERKINS was quite talkative during his visit to this office and 
expressed himself as feeling that the GI housing situation throughout the 
country needed to be thoroughly investigated. He said his investigation in 
regard to the Viers Mill Project had developed definite evidence indicating 
collusion between the FHA., the Veterans Administration and the builders of •' 
the homes on the project, i.e., Viers Mill Village Land Company. He said he 
had discovered that the Viers Mill Village Land Company had employed an architect 
who drew up the plans and specifications for the construction of the homes at 
the Viers Hill Project and that after these homes were completed, the Veterans 
Administration had the same architect act as appraiser for the Veterans Ad¬ 
ministration. He said the homes ire re on the market for sale at a price of 
over $8,000, and that he, PERKINS, had secured reputable architects and 
authorities in Washington to examine the homes and all of these persons who 
were employed as experts by him state the homes are not worth half the sale 
price.

Mr. PERKINS informed me that CLARE HOFFMAN, Congressman, was very- 
much interested in the GI housing situation throughout the country and HOFFMAN 
had told him, PERKINS, that he intended to take over in a number of inquiries 
into the GI housing situation. 

PERKINS said the purpose of his visit to Baltimore, Maryland, was to 
conduct seme general inquiry as to the GI housing situation in Baltimore. The 
only person known to have been contacted by PERKINS is the United States Attor¬ 
ney, BERNARD J. FLYNN. PERKINS has concluded, according to his statements made 
in this office, that the GI housing situation in Baltimore is extremely bad and 
warrants a thorough investigation. He indicated that he intended to advise the 
members of the Committee by which he is employed that he feels that a nation¬ 
wide investigation into the housing situation is desirable. 

After talking for some time, PERKINS concluded his conversation with 
one question. He asked me from my knowledge of the GI housing situation in Bal¬ 
timore whether I personally felt that a nation-wide investigation into the GI 
housing situation was desirable. He said that my opinion would be strictly off 
the record. I, of course, advised Mr. PERKINS that I was in no position to make 
any statement as to whether a nation-wide investigation was necessary. Mr. PERKINS 
was already cognizant of the fact that the Bureau has been instructed to conduct 
certain investigation in Baltimore by the Attorney General and he asked me if 
this Bureau was making any investigation in regard to the housing situation in 
Baltimore. I advised him that this Bureau was making some investigation along 
the lines instructed by the Attorney General. I furnished him no further infor¬ 
mation in regard to the extent of the Bureau’s investigation into the GI housing 
situation. 



( Mir. PERKINS appeared to be friendly and made comment to the effect 

that lie was a close personal friend of Assistant Director L. B. NICHOLS at the 
Bureau and also stated that he was the person who had handled the investigation 
for the Congressional Committee in regard to the parole from Federal institutions 
spf several members of the CAPONE gang* 


This information is being supplied to the Bureau for its consideration.
